The  law  directs  the  Secretary  of  State  to  make  a  biennial 
report  to  the  Governor.

Incidentally  this  long  period  of  service  which  the  people 
of  Florida  granted  to  me  covers  a  period  longer  than  any  other 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Florida  has  ever  served, 
and  so  far  as  I  know  is  a  longer  service  than  any  man  ever 
served  in  any  state  in  the  Union  as  its  Secretary  of  State.  For 
the  past  two  years  I  have  been  dean  of  the  Secretaries  of 
State  of  the  United  States.  For  these  things  I  am  profoundly 
grateful. 

For  the  record  I  have  served  under  thirteen  Governors  of 
Florida  and  in  the  Cabinet  of  nine  Governors.  I  have  revered 
and  respected  all  those  with  whom  I  served.  I  regard  your 
six  year  term  as  outstanding,  I  believe  future  historians  will 
so  record  it. 

In  previous  reports  I  have  dealt  at  length  on  the  organi- 
zation of  this  office,  the  needs  and  progress.  In  this  my  final 
report  I  want  to  recognize  the  fine  and  efficient  service  of  the 
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employees  of  the  Office  of  Secretary  of  State.  As  I  take  my 
leave  and  enter  retirement  letters  are  flowing  in  literally  by 
the  hundreds  from  every  portion  of  Florida  containing  wonder- 
ful commendations  of  the  service  this  office  renders.  Without 
the  loyal  help  of  my  employees  these  letters  would  not  be 
coming  in.  No  finer  group  ever  served  the  State.  I  am  proud 
to  leave  them  to  my  successor.  The  next  Secretary  of  State 
who  will  succeed  me  tomorrow,  Senator  Tom  Adams,  is  a  man 
who  is  competent,  able  and  well  suited  to  take  over  the 
responsibilities  and  duties  of  this  office. 

As  I  take  my  leave  and  enter  retirement,  may  I  say 
through  you  to  the  people  of  Florida,  I  am  grateful  for  the 
confidence  shown  in  allowing  me  to  serve  in  this  office  through 
the  years. 

Including  the  more  than  thirty  years  in  this  office,  my 
total  service  to  the  people  of  Florida  sums  up  more  than  fifty 
years.  It  has  been  varied,  it  has  been  pleasant,  it  has  brought 
me  much  gratification  and  satisfaction  and  I  take  my  leave 
with  a  thank  you  and  good  bye.
